The abutilon likes a cool room better
than a very warm one, as it becomes weak
in a very warm atmosphere. Among many
other qualities, the abutilon is cleanly and
healthy, and Is not subject to the attacks of
insects. There is quite a variety of colors.
Eclipse has beautifully marked foliage; the
flowers are a bright yellow with a crimson
throat Golden Fleece is a bright yellow;
Boule de Neige is pure white, and new
double Thomson! plena is orange shaded
with crimson. Altogether, the abutilon Is a
fine plant for winter blooming.

The bouvardia is a charming plant which
is excellent for the window garden. It Is
not difficult to raise, and blooms profusely.
The flowers are red, white and pink.

Son;e annuals make very satisfactory
bloomers during the winter months. Sow
the seed in live or six-inc- h pots any time
between Oct. 1 and Jan. 1. The seeds germi-
nate rapidly, and some varieties bloom
within thirty days. Sow. the seed in a good
rich loam somewhat sandy. Liquid fertil-
izer may be occasionally used.

A pot of winter blooming morning glories
makes a beautiful picture. The plants com-
mence to flower when only a few inches
high.

The brachycome or Swan river daisy is
a little beauty. It attains a height of eight
or ten Inches. The flowers resemble the
daisy and are blue or white.

The diamond flower is one of the pret-
tiest little annuals grown. The plants only
attain a height of about two Inches. The
blossoms are violet and white.

The dwarf nasturtium is valuable for win-
ter blooming with its delicate green foliage
and flowers ranging in color from pale yel-
low and orange to the darkest maroon.

Sow a .few pots of these annuals and they
will afford you much pleasure.

IS FASIIIOXAIILT2 SOCIGTY.

An Avcmkc Cost of 950,000 to Keep
Up Appearances In JSevr York.

New York Sun.
"What docs it cost to :Ive In New Tork,

to support such an establishment as a mar-
ried man in society in this city must have?"

When a reporter asked this question re-
cently of several prominent New Yorker3
whose means warrant their living in any
style they choose, he found that the esti-
mate given not only differed widely, but
that In the details there were lacking, every
one of them, in what the majority of peo-
ple would consider the most important
items. In no case was any account made
of the cost of food and clothing. These
things, that with the most of us are first tote considered in the expense account, make
comparatively so small a ilgure In the cost
of a New York establishment that none of
the questioned considered them at all.

It is an easy matter to induce almost any
wealthy New Yorker to make a detailed
estimate of the cost of supporting an es-
tablishment; and the estimate will usually
be based upon his own expenses. But it is
not so easy to obtain permission to use the
wealthy New Yorker's name. The first man
to whom the question was put, for Instance,
made it a condition that hi3 name should
not bo mentioned. It 13 seldom that he
makes such a stipulation, too, for he Is
interviewed oftener and wdth better results
than any other man in the world.

"A gentleman of fair family," said this
prominent New Yorker, "to be in the social
swim, if he owns his. own house, can live
handsomely on $50,OCo a year, and can spend
double that amount without any appreci-
able difference. In the latter case he has
more servants and gives more receptions.
For $50,000 a year he can live just as com-
fortably In this city as he could live quiet-
ly in some interior village for $5,0o0 a
year. In tho village ho would doubtless
enjoy better health.

"The servants are Important. There must
be a butler, with one or two assistants: a
ciief, with assistants; a lady's maid for
each female member of the family; two
laundresses, at least two chambermaids, a
governess for the children, a coachman, a
loot man, tutors for languages and music
and two stablemen.

"The wine and cigar bill, of course, varies
according to circumstances. Wine is not
us-"- d so much now as it was a short time
ago, and fewer gentlemen smoke; still,
there must always be the best wines andcigars In the house. The church iew costs
from $o:0 to $500, and the opera box costs
ST),!) for the season. There seems to be a
littlu discrepancy here between thi co3t
of religion and music, but I am merely
giving you facets without comment. Thenewspaper bill is unusually large in thenewspaper bill I include, of course, maga-
zines or all periodical literature. Most men
cf affairs take all the principal newspapers
of the city, even if they have time only toglance at the headings. They must know
what is going on. For my part I read asmany newspapers as an exchange editor,
and consider it part of my daily business.

"For receptions, a prima donna costs
from $500 to $1.00-- a night. I say nothing
about the stables, because a man may keep
two horses, or twenty, or none, withoutaffecting his social standing; J50,w) a year
is a fair for a proper establish-
ment. The expenses need r.ot go muchhigher and cinrot go much lower."

The next wealthy New Yorker to whom
the question was put protested that his
own experience could not be used as an
example, for he lived in a very modern te
and quiet way very moderate Indeed, hisexpenses r.irely exceeding $J5.iy0 a year.

"Dut I have plenty of friends who live
in better style." he said. "Anywhere be-
tween fCO.OOj and Sl.Ueeo a year I consider
a moderate expense for a wealthy family.
For a moderate-siz'-- d house the rent may
be estimated at ?2.5:0, and that is very low
for New lork. There must hj a man or
woman servant for each of the children at
j:0 to $!J a month, c. butler at from flirt to
$J'.J a month, a chief cook at about $140 a
month. You see, I am making the whole
thing moderat. You can piy your chef
$S.00o a year, like one of the Vanderbilts, if
you choose. An uner-eoo- k at 75 a month,
two kitchen girls sit aljut $'-'-0 a month
rich, a governess, $?; two chambermaids.
